partment, were pleasant callers at the 
Progress office this morning. 


During conversation

Clearfield county roads we 
were in- j 


formed that Mr. Lefevre expects to j 
begin the work of widening the "nar- 
rows" between Clearfield and Cur- 
wonsville on Monday next. 


The "narrows", as is well known, is 


the narrowest and most dangerous 
piece of *>ad in this section and would 
have been fixed long ago only the 
plans provided heretofore called for a 
retaining wall and other expensive 
improvements which made the work 
practically impossible on account of 
the huge sum of money necessary to 
complete same. 


Some time ago the representatives 


of 
the Highway Department men- 


tioned, the County 
Commissioners, 


Supervisors of 
Pike 
and Lawrence 


townships and representatives of the 
B., R. &' P. Ry. Co. got together on 
the ground and worked out the plan 
which will be followed by Mr. Lefevre. 
This plan calls for the widening of ths 
road way to 24 feet. 
This will be 


done by filling in along the roadway 
with slag from the 
Punxsutawney 


iron works which will be contributed 
and delivered by the railroad company 
at Ferncliff station, a few 
hundred 


yards from the site of the improve- 
ment. 


ft-is expected that the action of the 


• water and the elements will cause the 


slag to amalgamate or solidify and 
form a permanent wall that will with- 
stand action of future floods and make 
a permanent improvement.
